THE SITUATION IN ‘AMERICA. 


THE recent Philadelphia Convention has been characterised by 
the President, in one of those violent philippics against Con- 
gress which have done so much to win him popularity with the 
broken aristocracy of the South, as likely to prove the greatest 
Convention since that memorable Convention of State delegates 
in 1787 which prepared the Constitution of the United 
States. Prophetic appreciations of the weight and significance 
of contemporary events are generaliy hazardous, and when 
proceeding from eager partisans who have a motive for hoping 
and passionately craving that they shall prove what it is barely 
possible that they may prove, are worth very little. Mr 
Johnson may be right in believing that the Convention which 
managed to combine the ex-Secessionists who still detest the 
North in their hearts, the Northern party favourable to 
secession, and lastly the Northern party which is willing to 
smooth over difficulties by conceding anything to the South 
except secession, in a single Convention, basing their am- 
biguous concord on the letter of the Constitution, will really 
unite the States into one tolerably compact whole again as 
little liable to fresh rupture as was the Union of 1787. But 
if he is right in so supposing, the concord which he fondly 
anticipates must surely be based on the rapid extinction or exile 
of the negro race ;—for without that condition the policy 
which the President and his friends advocate of leaving tie 
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South to deal as it will with the freedmen, on the principle 
of the sacredness of State rights, means of course nothing less 
than leaving them to rebuild, without the name of slavery, 
the very same social structure which has just been so rude} 

overthrown,—to foster again into full bloom that totally 
distinct social and political ideal which led to the recent 
rupture, and which must lead to a new rupture only the more 
certainly and rapidly that the late war has brought out into 
the most conscious and confessed contrast in both North 
and South the widely opposed conceptions of political honour 
and duty which the free-soil and the serf system respectively 

engender. For our own parts we see the clearest indleations 
that whatever may be the immediate result of the Phils. 
delphia compromise on the coming elections,—and as a caucus 
to manage elections no doubt it was a very dexterous bit 
of electioneering of the short-sighted temporary kind,—it will 
never effect much in the way of cementing a real union between 
the dissentient States. Such a union to be sound must he 
based on an assimilation of the social and political ideal of the 
States to be drawn together. Nothing can be more futile in 
the eyes of spectators looking on from a distance than the 
attempt to skin over such wounds as we have recently seen 
bleeding, without extracting the irritating substance which 
keeps up the pain and irritation. Sometimes, no doubt, for a 
time, before radical differences of this kind have come to an 


open rupture, the purely alleviating and anodyne treatment|} 


may be successful in postponing the crisis. But the fend having 
been once fiercely acknowledged and fought out, as this feud 
has been, it is a sign of those shallow political insights which 
are usually characteristic of wire-pullers even to hope that such 


differences should cease while all the natural causes which |} 


produced them and fostered their growth are left almost 


untouched to. bear fresh seed. The truth seems to us'to be |} 


that the blindest and dullest of all the ies in the United 
States is that which some of the shrewdest and most cunning 


of the Republicans, such as Mr Seward, and Mr Raymond of |} 


the New York Times, have chosen to countenance. Sharing 
as they do the extreme—and if it were not paradoxical to 
call it so, we would say the /fanatical—moderation so 


characteristic of the half-educated, sober, secular-minded |} 


American intelligence, they evidently hope, as they hoped 
years ago, to humour the South back into cordiality, by bid- 
ding them see how little they wish to interfere with their 
“ domestic institutions."”’ True, the war has arisen out} 
of those domestic institutions. But then, think the wire- 


pullers, the war has warned the South how far they|} 
may go, and that it is useless to attempt to develop jf 


these domestic institutions into the groundwork of an 
independent polity. If they give up all notions of that kind, 
what does it matter to the Northera States what private 
iniquities the Southern States are by the exercise of State 
sovereignty committing? Slavery is abolished, and as for 
checking the injustice of the Southern tribunalsand the Southern 
legislatures, that would be a gross violation of the sacred 
principle of State rights ; and as for the promise of protection 
given to the subject race, and the faith which the Government 
owes to its own former negro soldiers, these are obligations 
altogether inferior in binding force to those taken under the 
old Constitution, to let alone each State in the exercise of its 
divine prerogative. Such is evidently the idea of Mr Johnson 
and his new party. That it should be Mr Johnson’s idea is 
not perhaps very strange or extraordinarily discreditable to him. 
Educated all his life to think slavery lawful, and inoculated 
thoroughly with its virus,—it was only as a statesman of the 
Union, and from his firm belief in the greatness of the nation 
as a whole, that he was induced to sacrifice and oppose slavery. 
Naturally enough, he cannot see how deep its dissociating 
tendency goes. Still more naturally he cannot dread it for 
its own sake, but only for that of the Union. If his views 
are narrow, prejudiced, vulgar, and somewhat tinged with the | 
ferocity of the fire-eaters against the New England fanatics, | 
as he regards them, we have no reason to wonder at and less 
to blame him. But his supporters, Messrs Seward, Raymond, 
and Oo., are far less pardonable. That they do not see that 
to restore the Union they must extirpate the one root-differ- 
ence between North and South, even at the cost of years of 
painful statesmanship and slow legislation, is due less to 
intellectual than moral caus:s, The appetite for political 
compromise among the managers of political sections im 
America is so keen, that principles vanish like smoke before 
the vision of a new combination.

all this on condition that the Secessionists in their turn would 
up dreams of disunion, resume their loyalty, repudiate 
their own debt, consent to be taxed for the payment of the debt 
jncurred in conquering them, and speak respectfully of that 
Federal army by which they were overthrown. That was the 
mme of the party who managed the recent Philadelphia 
Convention, and that is the policy of the President, who 
and passionately accuses Congress—a far clearer- 
sighted body than the Convention—of striking at liberty and 
| the Constitution because it has declined to welcome back the 
South without guarantees for the real as well as nominal 
abolition of slavery. But is there any presumption, even as 
matters stand at present, that the President and Convention 
will prove to be right and the Congress wrong? In our 
minds the evidence is entirely in the other direction. The 
Convention was saved by mere excess of skill from complete 
shipwreck. The ex-party of active rebellion was strong in it ; 
the ex-party favourable to that rebellion on the Northern side 
was strong in it; and had the supporters of either of these 
| parties spoken, the prospects of the Convention as an elec- 
\| tioneering caucus would have been absolutely at an end. To 
restrain the Northerners who had favoured the rebellion— 
such as Mr Fernando Wood and Mr Vallandigham—from 
speaking, required the entreaty, the persistent and passionate 
entreaty, of all the leaders of the Convention. The ex- 
Secessionists could only be restrained from speaking by sup- 
| pressing all general debate of all kinds, and making the Con- 
|| vention a mere formal meeting to pass a string of resolu- 
tions, for many of which the Southern delegates could not 
persuade themselges to vote, though they did not express 
their disgust by open opposition. The whole meeting was arti- 
\ficially managed, and, by very skilful manipulation of questions 
,of order and form, kept without an opportunity of any real 
|| exchange of opinions. The Northern compromise party managed 
‘everything, and so the loyal, specious-looking resolutions got 
themselves passed without any open defiance. But how did the 
| South receive the compromise? It barst into savage criticism 
|| the next day on the hypocrisy of the loyal resolutions. The 
| leading newspapers distinctly repudiated them. Even the lead- 
|| ing newspapers of that party in the North which had formerly 
- || favoured secession broke out against the Philadelphia platform. 
|| Everything tends to show that the chosen wire-pullers of the 
|| Convention have been too sharp for substantial success. They 
| have made a hollow and unmeaning truce /ook like hearty peace. 
|| They have made the sullen toleration of Southerners, who only 
|| kept silence because they hated Congress worse than the leaders 
|| Of the Convention, look like hearty ailiance and co-operation 
with their own plans. But the prospect of a new party 
is in reality chimerical. At the elections Southern dele- 
gates will be returned for the express purpose of throwing 
the burden of the Federal debt in some way off the South,— 
for expressing the intense Southern hatred towards the Federal 
armies, and resisting in every way the vote of money for the 
soldiers of those armies. With such delegates it will be 
impossible for the Republican Compromise party to act, and 
i the new combination will probably go to pieces.

The trath is that good policy and good faith alike require

A FRENCH VIEW OF THE ENGLISH CRISIS. 


Tue last number of the Revue des Deux Mondes contains an 
elaborate article on the late monetary crisis in Lombard 
street. There is always something interesting in hearing 
what our neighbours think of us, and in this case France has 
been so untroubled that an observer there of our troubles 
here enjoys the advantage of serenity as well as of nearness. 
The place from which the article comes, therefore, gives it a 
claim on our attention, and the writer is M. Wolowski, the 
well-known economist, whose name is of itself enough to 
require our attention. 

M. Wolowski begins by a narrative of the panic, which, 
under the circumstances, has a European value. The nature 
of the crisis under which we have been labouring has been 
wholly misunderstood abroad. It has been said that the con- 
vertibility of the Bank note was in danger here, and any 
English protestations to the contrary are liable to a 
certain suspicion. The borrower who says his credit 
is admirable and his solvency. certain, is not the best 
kind of borrower. The best is one whom the lender 
does not doubt, even in thought, who has no occasion 
to say anything. But if a French economist of eminencé 
confirms what we English say of the crisis, it has a chance at 
least of being believed abroad. And M. Wolowski is quite of 
our opinion. Almost his whole essay is a panegyric on the 
Act of 1844 for having preserved the convertibility of the 
Bank note. His whole argument presumes not only that the 
convertibility in fact exists, but that everybody close at hand 
knows that it exists, that there is no real doubt about it. 
The Revue des Deux Mondes has at this moment a very peculiar 
influence. Being French it is read wherever on the Continent 
cosmopolitan civilisation spreads, and the suppression of free 
newspapers has made it a sort of isolated organ of free 
thought. Every one who wants to know the best French 
opinion looks to the Revue, and it is they:fore of much advan 
tage that so clear, so accurate, and so readable a narrative of 
the late English crisis should have appeared in its pages. 
Now, at least, foreigners may see what it was, and how wrong 
for the most part were their fancies as to it. 

As to the causes of the panic M. Wolowski has also given 
us an elaborate essay, and in this part, though we agree with 
much of what he says, there is something from which we differ, 
and something also which we would wish added. 

M. Wolowski is more Peelite than Sir R. Peel. We make 
no doubt that Sir R. Peel would have quite admitted that the 
limit preseribed by the Act of 1844 does om such days as 
“ Overend’s Friday” aggravate fear into frenzy. The lesson 
of that day—the comparison of the mental state of Lombard 
street on Friday when the Act was not relaxed, and on 
Saturday after it was relaxed—is too conclusive to any one 
near at hand. Whatever people ought to have felt, what they 
did feel was quite certain, and that is the only point to which 
a practical statesman like Sir R. Peel would for one instant 
have given his attention. M. Wolowski does not indeed go so 
far as to say that the authority given to break the Act was 
undesirable ; on the contrary he applauds the letter of Lord 
Russell and Mr Gladstone; but we cannot say that he 
thorough!v satisfies us as to the effect of the ligature of the Act 
at the moment of the patient’s anguish. We say it trans- 
muted the pain into delirium ; we are not sure what he would 
say upon the matter. 

We are, however, most happy to be able to agree with M. 
Wolowski as to the main character of the late panic. He says, 
as we say, that it was a credit panic ; by which we mean not 
simply to say that it was a disturbance of credit,—for all panics 
must be such disturbances,—but that it was a disturbance of 
credit arising not from a deficiency in producible cash, or from 
an excess in capital outlay, but from causes incident to credit 
itself. A banker may have an excellent available reserve, he 

may have lent most of his money well and prudently, but he 
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may fail or be in danger of failing nevertheless. He may 
have laid out some big sum of money in a folly, which every- 
one sees and which all his customers know. Such, according 
to us, as we have before explained, was the state of England 
in the last crisis. We had quite enough cash ; we had indeed 
made large expenditures of capital on railways and other things, 
but not more than we could after all afford, than we could 
manage with an effort. But the failure of Overend, Gurney, 
and Co. (Limited), the suspension of Peto and Co., and other 
lesser events, had advertised certain particular blunders. It 
gave rise to an a fortiori sort of argument. “If,” said many 
people, “those we have always thought best of have committed 
“ such flagrant, such marvellous errors, what have those we 
“ have thought worse of committed? If the select have so 
“« acted and so suffered, where will the unselect and common 
“ people appear ?”’ The collapse of the wnost assured English 
credit inevitably and naturally caused a collapse of the less 
assured. 

In some places, indeed, M. Wolowski rather implies that 
he considers that England has overstrained her resources, 
and that in consequence the crisis was engendered by an 
absolute dearth of capital; but, on the whole, and upon a 
comparison of passages, we understand M. Wolowski to accede 
to the more qualified doctrine which we maintain, viz., that 
England had been very largely spending her capital, and so / 
made her credit delicate when certain disastrous errors of 
most trusted persons were exposed, which for a moment 
impaired that credit. The capital outlay was a weakening 
preparative malady, not the actual critical disease. 

We had something to except also to M. Wolowski’s remarks 
on the limited liability companies, but perhaps it is unneces- 
sary. We prefer to thank him for the most useful account he 
has given of the real events of the last crisis, and the very 
clear and impartigl exposition which he has set forth of its 
causes. . 


THE MEETING OF THE LONDON, CHATHAM, 


AND DOVER RAILWAY COMPANY.

They may have employed an agent who did not take up old | 


debentures when he ought. But in law, the directors never 
ought to have issued any new debentures till the old ones 
were called in—till they were actually in the office. If the 
statute was truly observed, the whole difficulty is obviated, 
Never let the company’s uncancelled seal be upon more de- 
bentures than the authorised number, and then no agent, no 
contractor, no subordinate officer, can misplace the securities of 
the company, or misuse the confidence of its directors, 


Such an instance as this seems almost to have happened on 
purpose to point the argument in favour of a registration of 
debentures which we have urged so often. The directors of 
the London, Chatham, and Dover are men of high standing 
for ability and integrity. Sir Morton Peto is a man of the 
first class in both. Yet both cannot be trusted in a day of 
difficulty under the present law. Surely that is a prima facie 
reason why the law should be altered. The credit of railway 
debentures as a security will not survive a series of instances 
like the present. 


The second point is of minor, but yet of much importance, 
It seems these metropolitan companies turn their com 
powers for taking land into a happy machinery for land specu- 
lating. People must sell to them; the value of land near 
great cities is always rising, and so the company eke out their 
own deficiency of capital. rd Sondes, the chairman of the 
London, Chatham, and Dover, puts the case clearly. He said, 
“ There was ample security for all their creditors, and in 
“ some respects their position was not so bad as it had been 
“ represented even by the directors. The report stated that 
“there was a million of money out upon land, and many 
“ persons thought that that sum would have to be provided 
“ before any interest could be paid to the debenture holders. 
“The fact was, however, that their solicitor, Mr Newman, 
“ had obtained for the company as much land as ible in 
“ the City ; any portion of it could now be sold at a profit of 
“ at least 20 per cent. ; and, therefore, if any one would put 
“ down 50,000/, he would undertake to pay off all the debts 
“which were secured upon the land and probably leave a 
“very handsome residue of profit upon its purchase.” And 
this is saying in so many words that the company have got a 
large profit by buying as much land as possible whether they 
wanted it or not.

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|| First. There was a most startling revelation of the mode in 
| which railway debentures are issued. It seems, as soon as the 
| power of issuing debentures is obtained, large numbers of de- 
| bentures are at once issued en masse, and a loan raised upon 
|them. As the public, that is as real investors, ask for deben- 
| tures, new ones are granted. But it is evident that when the 
| limit of the borrowing powers is reached, this process be-

WEATHER FORECASTS AND STORM WARNINGS. 
Tue services rendered by Admiral Fitzroy to the cause of 
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comes very dangerous. The public money comes in in ex- 
change for new debentures, and with this money the 
existing loans are paid off, and the old debentures re- 
deemed. But almost necessarily the new debentures are 
issued before the old ones are got in. There is a moment 
when both the new and the old are running together. And 
sometimes the money which is received in exchange for the 
new debentures is not used in paying off the old debentures. 
This is what happened in the case of the London, Chatham, 
and Dover: the company was in great difficulties, their fi- 
nancial agents, Messrs Peto and Co., were under immense obli- 
gations, and the money was used for other purposes. In 
consequence, 128,000/ debentures have been issued in excess of 
the borrowing powers, and these the public, the real investors, 
hold. The first and good debentures were only advanced upon 
by bankers and others ; those the public took in the common, 
ordinary, straightforward way, were bad ones. 

Rankin, a railway solicitor of the greatest experience, 
says this is the general practice of railway companies, but if 
he is right, how dangerous these securities are. Who can be 
sure that his debenture was not one issued when all the limited 
number was in pawn, or elsewhere issued? Who is to say 
whether such debenture, being a fraud at first, can by sub- 
sequent events ever be made legitimate ? 

Again, the directors shifted the blame of this operation on 
Sir Morton Peto, and Sir Morton accepted the blame. He 
said he was responsible and solely responsible. We much 
regret to find his name involved in such proceedings ; it is 
only one of many warnings that no ability and no ordinary 
integrity will enable a man in the midst of enormous pecuni- 


weather prognostications have just been examined. by a com- 
mittee. We are sorry to find that its report is unfavourable. 
Composed as it is of men of scientific eminence, and labouring 
as it has done with zeal and impartiality, its verdict cannot 
be set aside by popular predilections. Still we imagine that 
many will be reluctant to admit that the drum and cone have 
been of little value; many more will retain a partiality for 
those prophecies about the weather which furnish dinner 
tables with a variation on their stock topic of conversation. 
These regrets must be in vain. The committee shows very 
clearly that—1. “The maxims on which the department acts in 
“ foretelling weather have not been reduced into any clear or 
“ systematic form, and are not shown to have been established 
“ by sufficient induction from observed facts, 2. That asa 
“matter of fact the daily forecasts are not shown to be 
“ correct, and that they are not, in our opinion, useful. 3. 
“ That the storm warnings, so far as they indicate the force 
“ of coming gales, have been sufficiently correct to be of some 
“ use, and that their utility is widely admitted. Also that 
“‘ they have improved ; and that they are probably capable of 
“ still greater improvement. 4. That the storm warnings, 80 
“ far as they indicate the direction as well as force of coming 
“ gales, are not shown to have been so far ise or correct 
“as to be of use.” But at the same time.the report of the 
committee ends with a tribute to Admiral Fitzroy, the more 
striking as proceeding from men who have upset his conclusions, 
and the more valuable as they were competent to do so, 

The practice of foretelling the weather, of telegraphing the 
present or the future state of it, and hoisting signals to show 
that storms were expected, or were already raging elsewhere, 
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ad its origin as early as 1857. Admiral Fitzroy’s attention

ibe changes of weather over the British Isles, and in his 
of 1862 he says, “ By continued and consecutive series

The committee italicises these words, 
Hand denies their accuracy. In this denial it is supported 
; by the best practical meteorologists. M. Le Verrier hada 
} correspondence with Admiral Fitzroy about the system 
of weather telegraphy, and from the first desired to confine 
himself to communicating the actual state of the weather. 
In his first letters he deprecated any premature attempt to fore- 
tell anything that was not definitely announced in some other 
and after submitting Admiral Fitzroy’s plan to the test 
of experience, he has since abandoned it. In the opinion of 
the committee our knowledge is not yet sufficiently extended 
for us to make these predictions with the requisite certainty. 
The report objects to the term forecasting the weather as 
vague, adding that the use of vague phraseology has a 
tendency to make those who employ it satisfied with uncertain 
conclusions. And it shows that the conclusions can‘hardly 
be otherwise than uncertain, as the data on which they are 
formed are quite indefinite. The meteorological department 
the list of weather returns from the various districts 
into which the area of the British Isles is divided. It then 
determines the forecast. No notes or calculations on paper 
are made. The operation occupies about half an hour, and 
is conducted mentally. The gentlemen now in the depart- 
ment allege that the grounds on which they act are not 
capable of being stated in the form of Rules or Laws, and

In the appendix to the report, we are presented with a sort 
of “ forecast’ of the principles on which the forecasts are 
conducted, and with a page from the book where they are re- 
corded, to show that their accuracy is not properly tested. 
The committee acknowledges that it can only guess at the 
manner in which the conclusions of the department are 
formed, and it apparently gives the department credit for 
acting equally on guess-work. But the vagueness with which 
predictions are made, and the absence of any proper check 
upon them by the test of experience, seems to confirm these 
censures. If it is significant that Le Verrier should have ob- 
jected to the practice from the first, should have tried it, and 
given it up, it is also significant that so many others should 
have followed his example. Commander Maury is opposed to 
the system. ‘‘M. Dove, of Berlin, is confining himself to a 
“ system of storm warnings, and appears to find some diffi- 
“culty even in this. M. Matteucci, of Turin, was obviously 
“in difficulty even as regards the storm warnings.” Certainly 
neither Berlin nor Turin exactly predicted the last. great 
storm, though as it broke out in the former place, M. Dove 
ought to have lost no time in telegraphing it. There was 
no lack of meteorological observations before the gale, and 
Count Bismark’s altitude was often taken. But in that, as in 
less figurative storms, the fault of forecasts was their vague- 
ness. Even if they were more correct, the committee asks, 
would not this deprive them of any real value? “If it were 
“ possible to tell the sailor in a particular port that the wind, 
“for say 24 or 48 hours, would be westerly ; or to tell the 
“farmer in a given district that he would have rain within 
“that time; or to tell the gardener that his crops would 

“ need protection from frost or hail; or to tell the traveller 
“ that the weather would be propitious for his journey ; these 

eo redictions, if correct, would be useful. But nothing of the 
“Kind is attempted, The forecasts indicate, as the depart- 
“ment has repeatedly stated, merely the opinions of the 
“ department concerning a probability. They extend to large 
“ districts without attempting to deseribe the varied parti- 

ee ee ee ee And 


“‘ make such predictions of practical value.” 

Much the same fault is found with the storm warnings. 
Considering how popular they are at the seaports, the com- 
mittee will be thought to deal hardly with them. But it is 
shown that while on an average the warnings were right as to 
the approach of a gale, and a large per centage were right as 
to its force, when the direction was also stated only 22 per cent. 
of thepredictions were correct. This isa serious error. It is im- 
portant to ships just putting out to know whence the gale 
will be, and if they find themselves on a lee shore in conse- 
quence of the erroneous precision of the sterm signal, they 
might as well have taken their chance of being wrecked with- 
out it. Then too it is something to know when the gale is 
coming. The Collector of Customs at Yarmouth gives an 
instance of the storm signal being hoisted and the gale 
keeping off for 24 hours. Two vessels were ready for sea : 
one put out, while the other heeded the warning. The first 
ship arrived in safety ; the second waited, found the signal in 
error, sailed, and was lost when the storm overtook her. Still 
the committee has reason to believe that, though it is wrong 
to rely on the exactness of the warnings, they have done good. 
One of their benefits is that even when the master of a ship 
is not deterred by them from putting to sea, 
that all is right and snug, and he turns in at night with his 
weather-eye lifting. In answer to inquiries at the ports, 
most persons spoke favourably of the signals. Although some 
say that they make sailors timid, the general opinion is that 
they are useful, that they receive attention from seafaring men, 
and impart that caution which may be mistaken for timidity, 
but is often the better part of valour. The committee would 
have us bear in mind “ how eagerly the world at large is 
“ disposed to base an unreasoning belief on the occasional 
“ successes of weather predictions, and how easily it forgets 
“ the failures.” True. But sailors at the ports are not often a 
scientific class of men, while, from their voyages lying along 
the coast for some distance at least, they are unusually 
anxious for fair weather. If they are told that a gale is 
coming, and they can either get an offing or stay snugly in 
harbour, they do not much care whether the cone is point 
upwards or the drum is above it. From the point of view 
taken by the committee, a very different standard is of course 
imposed ; and we do not wonder that the report recommends 
precision in what is attempted, deeper research for what 
is still uncertain, and, in the meantime, the avoidance of 

esses. 

We must not close the report without complimenting it on 
its clearness and force. No one can mistake its direction, or 
complain that its conclusions are vague, and not based on full 
inquiry. The number of inverted commas in this article will 
show how seldom we have needed to summarise, but we have 
been tempted to quote more often than we have quoted, and 


our words have not seldom weakened what could not be

LIBERAL POLICY FOR IRELAND, 


“ Liberal Policy for Ireland,” seems to me to deal with the 
Trish policy of the late Government in a manner so unlike 
your usual accuracy‘and fairness, that, as a supporter of that 
policy, I am tempted to ask your admission of a brief state- 
ment on the other side. After referring to Lord Kimberley’s 
important, though, I am fully convinced, exaggerated estimate 
of Irish disaffection, you truly say that the problem of “ en- 
gendering positive loyalty in a large portion of the people of 
” ireland” remains still to be solved by British states- 
manship, and you proceed to condemn the mode of solution 
adopted by the Russell-Gladstone Government. For this 
Pp you allege that the “ Irish ideas,” according to 
which Mr Gladstone declared that Ireland, in respect 
of such purely Irish questions as “ land-tenure, reli- 
“ gion, and education,” ought to be , have proved to 
mean in practice nothing but the ideas of the ‘Roman Catholic 
members elected under the influence of the priests; and you 
describe the consequent policy as that of “ giving prominence 
“ to measures precisely in proportion to the degree of urgency 
“in which they were demanded by the so-called ‘Irish party’ 
“in Parliament—and with very little relation to the real and 
“ known causes of Irish discontent.” I answer by a question 


or two. Is it nothing to have made a good beginning in 
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reconciling the Irish Roman Catholic party, including the 
priesthood of a nation, to the Liberal party here, and so to 
the Imperial Government itself? Are the demands of the 
“ Trish party” one thing, and the “real causes of Irish dis- 
“content” another? Are we to believe that members 
(mostly of course, though not exclusively, Roman Catholic) 
elected by large constituencies in the popular interest, as dis- 
tinguished from that of the Tory landlords, have failed to 
urge those grievances most strongly which are the most 
deeply felt by the Irish people? What proof is offered of a 
statement so improbable? Nothing but this, that Lord 
Russeil’s Government endeavoured to deal with Irish educa- 
tion, but “did not dare to touch” the Irish Church, the only 
reason being, according to the Economist, that the priests re- 
presented by the “Irish party” insisted upon something being 
done in the one case, and preferred keeping up a “ valuable 
“‘ grievance” in the other. 

I appeal to your candour whether this is a fair account of the 
matter. Was it to be expected that the Government, in such 
a@ session as the last, should attempt to deal with the tremen- 
dous problem of the Irish Church, or should bind themselves 
todoso? Was it not to be expected that they should 
endeavour to fulfil their pledge given in the session of 1865, 
by opening the degrees of the Queen’s University to 
students unconnected with the Queen’s Colleges. Surely 
those questions answer themselves. It would have been 
the merest mockery for Mr Fortescue, on behalf of the Go- 
vernment, to have given any answer in substance other than 
that which he did give to Sir John Gray’s motion, and he 
had no temptation to take refuge in any plea so absurd as 
that ironically imagined by the writer in the Economist, 
namely, the Government “ had its hands already full in dealing 
“ with the monopoly of the Queen’s University.” 


I, Sir, am one who, as a Protestant, heartily concurs in the 
policy referred to upon the latter question. I deeply regret 
that the Economist should have been prejudiced against it, 
and I may at least remind you that, so far from deserving the 
(a word which is working infinite 


epithet “ ultramontane” 
mischief by alarming and deceiving English Liberals), it re- 
ceived the warm approval of such Liberal Oatholics and 
Presbyterians as are represented in the Senate of the Queen’s 


University by Sir Dominic Corrigan, and Mr Gibson, 
the eminent Presbyterian Queen’ s Counsel. But what 
I wish to point out to you is, that the Russell-Gladstone 
Government attempted during the late session to deal with 
the smaller question of the Queen’s University, because it was 
possible, and because their Home Secretary had pledged them 
in the face of Parliament to do so; that they did not attempt 
to deal with the far greater question of the Irish Church, 
because immediate legislation was palpably impossible, and 
because they had neither given previous pledges on the sub- 
ject, nor could, without culpable rashness, give them then. 

So much for “ religion” and “ education.” There remains 
the question of “land-tenure,” which you will probably agree 
with me in ranking first in point of urgency in the triad of 
Irish problems. Here you admit that the late Government was 
not onlyin contact with the “Irish party,” but with a “real cause 
of Irish discontent.” But you find another ground of disparage- 
ment instigmatising Mr Fortescue’s bill as “‘self-contradictory,”’ 
and therefore delusive. Let me remind you that such, at 


|] all events, was not the opinion of either the friends or enemies 
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of change in the Irish land-laws—of men like Mr Maguire, 
who in the moment of disappointment, when the bill was 
unavoidably withdrawn, warmly repeated his approbation ; or 
of men like Lord Clanricarde, who told the Lords that it 
would redistribute the property of Ireland. Let me assure 
you also that your charitable theory of “hasty manufacture 
“by some irresponsible Irish member, with a clause added 
“ at the last moment by a frightened official, to take the sting 
“ out of it,” is known to myself, as to most of the supporters 
of the measure, to be absolutely without foundation. For my 
part, I hold the Bill to be thoroughly self-consistent, and 
based upon the only sound principle yet proposed for 
such legislation—the principle of placing the rights of 
landlord and tenant, in the matter of “improvements” exe- 
cuted by the latter upon the land of the former, upon an 
equitable footing, so far as the law is concerned, without 
interfering with the freedom of contract. If you will refer 
to the proceedings of the Landlord and Tenant Committee of 
1865, you will find that Mr W. Forster proposed to give 

the tenant a right to compensation, where the landlord had 
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not vetoed his improvements. Mr. Fortescue’s Bill went 
farther, and gave the same right in every case where ia the 
landlord had not entered into a specific written agreement 
with the tenant regulating, somehow or other, the matter of 
improvements, Undoubtediy, under such a measure, land. 
lord power wouid occasionally impose upon the small farmer, 
by contract terms as hard as those which he now im. 
poses by the operation of the general law. But it could 
only be done by a written instrument capable of production 
in open court or elsewhere, and without the sanction, 
against the spirit of the law. Such legislation would, lam 
convinced, largely affect for good the relations between the 
parties, It would induce lettings by lease or written 
ment; it would protect the tenant in the absence of such 
security ; it would bring to bear upon the hard landlord 
moral compulsion and the force of public opinion ; it would 
enable the fair landlord to protect himself against an unrea- 
sonable or extortionate tenant. It is new to Parliament, but 
not new to many who have considered the thorny question with 
which it attempts to deal. It was recommended, for in. 
stance, some years ago, by the Society for the Amend. 
ment of the Law, and adopted by two well-known 
Conservative writers on the law of landlord and 
tenant in Ireland, Messrs Ferguson and Vance. As regards 
the form in which the Bill was drawn, and the machinery 
provided for ascertaining the due amount of compensation, amen 
agree with you in thinking it capable of considerable improve- 
ment. But, as a supporter of its principle, I ask your per- 
mission to enter my protest against the bad character you 
have given it. I have the honour, &c.,

THE GAME PLAGUE. 

THANKFUL FOR SMALL MERCIES. 
THANKFULNESS for small mercies, is often an amiable and perhaps 
a comfortable frame of mind in regard toordinary affairs of every- 
day life, but it certainly is not the mood which leads to great 
exertion or decided action. Especially is such a state of mind 
detrimental to those who seek to remove a great public ev] 
upheld by large classes of wealthy and influential persons. Now 
we have recently seen numerous indications, more perticularly i in 
Scotland, that the dissatisfaction which British farmers in general 
feel and occasionally express against the game laws and game 
preservation is to some extent acting on the landed proprictors, 
and inducing many of them to make certain concessions to their 


tenants in relation to game. We regard such signs hopefully. 

We seein them movements of straws which show the way ofthe wind. 
Such concessions arenot in themeelvesof much value or importaoee, | 
but they showa breach, though a slight one, in the fortress, lending | 
toa fair belief that the wrong itself must be surrendered provide 

a vigorous course of action against it be adopted and persisted in. 

But it would be a sad mistake to accept these small concessions 
as any real gain, or to allow them to operate on the minds of 
farmers otherwise than as incentives to greater and more organised 
exertion. The fact that such minor concessions emanate from 
landowners who are regarded by their tenants as more kindly and 
considerate than the landlord body generally, ought wot in the 
slightest degree to induce farmers to.stay or pause in their efforts 
to obtain the repeal of the game laws, or to protest against any 
reservation of game on land let to tenants. They should insist on 
the acknowledgment and practical adoption of the proposition, 
that every landowner who preserves game should himself occupy 
the preserved land. This is the only rational, the only honest 
condition on which a landowner can preserve game, even as 
between his tenants and himself. There are other and serious 
objections to game-preserving on other and public grounds, even 
when such preservation neither vexes or defrauds a tenant, to 
which it is not now our purpose to advert, 

What we would now insist on is the impolicy of farmers accept- 
ing small concessions in reference to game, as anything more than 
evidence of their own power—if they did but use it—to abate 
the game nuisance altogether. , 

Thus, amongst the recent items of Scotch agricultural news, we 
find that at the Fettercairn Farmers’ Club “the Earl of Kintore 
(the president) made an important announcement in regard to the 
game question.” And the action of the farmers at the Aberdeen- 
shire election does not seem to have been a very remote cause 
Lord Kintore’s “ important anncuncement”; for be said ‘be did 
not know what feeling the suoject had created i in the Mearne, Ss 
be knew, coming from the neighbouring county of Aberdeen, that 
it had made a great deal of noise.” We suspect his Lordship will 
on this Se ae ee OR UPR a even OO aR SR ARSENE SDS OU: UF: AORN ON oa hear more “noise” yet. Assuredly lecnen will 
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orse ‘* his opinion that any measure passed by Parliament 
Speed to the pine laws weal be useless.” A fetter, an 
absurd and a barbarous fetter, has been imposed by law in the 
form of game laws, and Parliament must undo the chain. That 
js all. That is the only measure on the subject of game required 
to be “ passed -by Parliament.” Then, and not till thes, can Lord 
Kintore’s “ thought,” that ‘+a measure that would preserve strict 
ity and justice between landlord and tenant could be arranged 
only by mutual agreement amongst the parties themselves,” take 
a practical form and substance. 

Then came his ‘‘important announcement.” He said, “ it would 
be his happiness next week to send a circular to every tenant on 
his estate, granting the privilege of shooting rabbits on his farm. 
Rabbits were a decided pest, they were the pest of the farmer, and 
the pest of the landlord.” Fancy the state of things in which a 
landlord thinks he is doing a great thing in granting his tenants— 
men who pay him as rent the market value for his farms, and cul- 
tivate the lend with their own capital—the privilege of destroying 
rabbits confessed to be a pest ? When did his Lordship grant to 
his tenants the privilege of destroying grubs and caterpillars? But 
he does not stop at the rabbit pest. For ‘jn addition to this, he 
meant also to give his tenantry leave to shoot hares on their farms 
either by themselves or by such deputy as his lordship might approve 
of; and he was perfectly eure that he could trust his tenants with 
the game on his property. They were mutually interested in 
having always a good stock of them; and it was his earnest wish 
that, by such concessions on his own part, and on the part of 
other proprietors, the landlords and tenantry of Scotland might 
long know what ‘live and let live’ really meant.” Did Lord 
Kintore mean that baving given his tenants leave to kiil 
hares—under restriction—he would get rid. of game-keepere, 
and trust to the goodwill of his tenants to maintain ‘‘a good 
stock” of game birds? If so, then the concession has some- 
thiog of substance in it, but unless the gamekeepers are dis- 
charged, the arrangement, even as a temporary and transition one, 
is not worth much. And even then the conce:sion may be revoked 
to-morrow. Yet the farmers received the announcement with 
“ great cheering,” and the local newsman adds :‘‘ Lord Kintore is 
known to be one of the most liberal and kind-hearted Jandlords in 
the-county, and..the new proof he has afforded of his desire to 
promote the interests of his tenants will doubtless be duly 
appreciated by them.” Possibly.’ And should not the tenants 
and other farmers also appreciate the fact that this concession—be 
it great or be it small—comes as a direct result of the “ noise ” 
made,—aye, andthe votes given—by the farmers lately in Aberdeen- 
shire ? 


And, as it seems Lord Kintore speaks on the part of “ other 
proprietors,” may it not mean we will concede somewhat to your 
wishes on the game question, butdon’t, ok, don’t vole against our 
Tory candidates ? 

Some of us may remember the fable in sop of the Beaver and 
the Hunters. May not some of the shrewder landowners throw 
back to their tenants some part of the game wrong in order to 
preserve their political influence ? 


We think our contemporary the Mark Lane Express has fallen 
into the error of encouraging the too ready acceptance by farmers 
of small and easily withdrawn concessions by landowners on the 
game question, when, ufter referring to the above announcement 
of Lord Kintore, he says ‘‘ This is a way of meeting the difficulty, 
the mutual advantage of which we have maintained for many 
years past.” That our contemporary has done guod service in 
keeping certain phases of the game law nuisance before the agri- 
culture] community is certain, but it is certain that more thorough- 
ness than he has hitherto recommended in dealing with the subject 
must be adopted by farmers before they will succeed in abating it. 
Farmers must not only demand the unconditional repeal of the 
game laws, but they must vote for liberal candidates for counties 
if they really intend to enforce that demaad.

As in the preceding years, M. Michel Chevalier has presided 
over the Council General of the department of the Herault, and 
in the course of a speech which he delivered he said :—“ Six years: 
have now passed since the Emperor, assisted by Ministers whose 
eminent intelligence was equal to his designs, assured-to France,,| |, 
or to speak more correctly, to continental Europe, the benefits of 
commercial liberty, which he proclaimed in virtue of aright conferred 
on him by the Constitution. The consequences of the principle 
have since gradually unfolded themselves, and the law on the 
merchant navy, voted by the Cor; s Legislatif in its last session, 
was not one of the least of them. The resistance which that prin- 
ciple encountered at the beginning is not only surmounted, but is 
effaced from men’s minds. The towns in which it seemed the most 
firmly rooted are now converted to the ideas of commercial liberty, 
and proclaim their conversion with a frankness which honours 
them. The new commercial system receives at Roubaix, the same 
benedictions as at Montpellier. That is a reason for the Govern- 
ment not to hesitate in applying more and more the salutary prin- 
ciple of the liberty of commerce, and in satisfying in the course of 
a short time the wishes ycu express in each of your sessions for 
the tree admission of machines of ali sorts, and for the levying of 
duties on’ manufactured articles.” 

‘The modesty with which M. Michel Chevalier ascribes to others 
the honour of the commercial reform of which he is the real 
author will strike the reader ; but the public does him the justice 
which he does not do for himself. Undoubtedly the Government, 
from the success that reform has obtained, has good reason for 
‘‘applying it more and more.” It cannot, however, be denied 
that it might be much more zealous in the application of it than 
it is. The English treaty, for example, might with great advan- 
tage to the public be revised, many of the duties it maintains 
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being exorbitant, and the ruin with which it was said to threaten 
certain branches of French industry having turned out imaginary. 
The tariff of France ought, too, to be carefully over- 
ha as it imposes some duties which are not worth the trouble 
of collecting, and taxes almost all articles of general consumption 
so heavily that the public is aggrieved, and the Treasury loses. 

Some emotion was caused at Havre, last week, by the Bank 
having adopted restrictions in the advances on deposit of cotton 
warrants. But in consequence of representations made to it by 
the commerce of that town it bas withdrawn them. It has, how- 
ever, decided that henceforth the advances on such warrants shall 
be 60 per cent. instead of 75. 

The Credit Industriel et Commercial Bank has fixed the divi- 
dend of the first half of 1866 at 11f, but it isonly to be paid from 
2nd November. 

An Imperial decree approves the convention entered into between 
the Municipality of Cannes and the General Irrigation and Water 
Supply Company of France, Limited—an English Company—for 

the purpose of constructing a canal from the Saigne to supply 
the town with water. The canal is to be possessed by the Com- 
pany fifty years, and a subvention of 500,000f is to be paid. 

The French Government has received information that French 
cloth is selling well in China, and that at Kiou Keang and Han- 
keou in particular, a considerable quantity bas just been sold.

izures of French wines by the Customs authorities of the 
United States, on the pretext that they are declared at less than 
their real value, are continuing. Letters arrived this week an- 
pounce that in the course of a very short time not fewer than 
300,000 dollars worth of Bordeaux wines had been confiscated at 
New Orleans alone. This is ruinous for French dealers, and if it 
continues longer the trade must come to an end. It is alleged 
here that the Board of Customs of the States employ spies in 
the principal seaports of France to ascertain the quantities of wines 
embarked for America, and that they send out fraudulent docu- 
ments, representing that the value of such wines is higher than . 
really is; from which it follows that the exporter, even though 
declaring’ the wines honestly, can hardly escape confiscation. In 
some cases, it appears these spies forward the retail prices of 
Havre, which naturally greatly exceed the wholesale prices at 
Bordeaux, and they are regarded by the Customs of New Orleans 
and New York as representing the true market value. It is fur- 
ther affirmed, but whether truly or not I cannot say, that it is not 
the United States Government, but the Customs people and the 
spies, who aoa by the confiscatioas. 

Ina mee et the Coalpit and Metallurgie Company of Astu- 
rias, recently held, it was stated that the operations of 1865 pre- 
sented a loss of 876, OOOf. In 1864, the losses were 560,000f.

THE ACT OF 1844. 
TO THE EDITOR OF THE ECONOMIST. 


Sir,—The statement that the Bank Act has entirely broken 
down during the late crisis has been so reiterated through the 
public journals—that questioning, if not denying, the correctness 
of that position, I venture to trouble the Editor of the 
Economist (which paper I consider the great authority on such 

| matters) with a statement of the grounds on which I do so. 


The real question is, what was the object of that enactment ? 
That a; to me to be best determined by showing what was 
not its obj 


The circulating medium of a country is a part of its capital. 
The first object of a legislature should be to maintain that cir- 
ing medium as invariable in value as is possible. 


The condition of England in this respect from the commence- 
ment of the present century up to the time of the enactment 
was very bad. For the first 20 years or thereabouts, we had an 
imeonvertible and therefore a depreciated currency—it consisted 
chiefly, in nominal value at least, of paper. Upon what did the 
amount of the circulating medium at that period depend? To 
& certain extent on the fiat of the eminent gentlemen who 
deliberated in the Bank parlour. They had two or three very 
distinct duties to perform ;—first, as far as they were able to 
further the interests of commerce; secondly, to advance the 
profits of their constituents ; but thirdly, they were to perform 
those duties without impairing the value of the capital of the 

dom. For some years the community had, by a severe 

effort (in which many individuals were great sufferers), 
I bringing back the depreciated currency to the 
imtrinsic value which it represented, and the Patliament, 
under the guidance of Sir Robert Peel, through com- 
mittees, investigated the matter, with a view to prevent our cur- 
being again depreciated. In doing so they found that the 
gentlemen in the Bank parlour, though eminent and honourable 
in the extreme, were not acting on rules and principles suffi 
ciently powerful to resist the importunities occasionally of the 
mercantile community ; they therefore threw their shield over 
them and fixed the limit to which their means of accommodation 
was limited. 

From this it would seem that the Bank Act was not to prevent 
Ppanics,—not to limit commerce,—but to take care that the 
speculations of commerce should not be carried on at the ex- 
pense of those owners of capital who trade on their own capital 
or do not trade at all. I do not enter into the question whether 

| it is for the benefit of the community that the spirit of specula- 
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tion as it has of late existed should be or the con- 
trary ; suffice it to say that we see in the mi condition of 
some undoubtedly valuable ings (such as railways) how 
great works have been entered upon without sufficient capital, 
of which on all sides we hear the miserable uences, 

I would say, in conclusion, that those who have entered into 
engagements which their own capital did not enable them to 
execute have been, as they ought to be, the chief sufferers by the 
late panic, whence has arisen the high rate of interest. I wish I 
could think they were the only sufferers; but how 
would have been evil consequences, if the Bank had, and had 
exercised, an unlimited power of issue.—I am, your obedient 
humble servant, A Rerrrep Bayxer.

The present week has been again one of greit dulluess in the 
Liverpool cotton market, the transections having been of a 
limited extent. ‘the total sales amount to 49,570 bales, of whi 
the trade have taken 34,090 bales, speculators and exporters 15,480 
bales, at a decline of fully $d per lb upon last-week’s quotations. 
This week’s import has been 27,334 bales, and the actual “—— 
23,850 bales. To-day’s stock is estimated at 849,600 bales. The 
market throughout the week has been freely supplied to meet the 
demand, and the further reduction in:the Bank rate to 5 per cent. 
does not help the market at all. 

Postal advices from Bombay are to August 8. Respecting the 
state of the cotton trade during the fortnight prior to that date, 
Messrs Nicol and Co. write thus :—At the date cf our 
last the market had a downward tendency; the news however during 
the past fortnight being of a more favourable nature, prices have 
again ruled firmer, closing at an advance upon our former quota- 
tions of 10 rs to 20 rs per candy. The business during the fortnight 
has again been quite insigniticant, the only demand as previously 
noticed being for local consumption, the comparatively high range 
of values still keeping exporters out of the market. We hope very 
shortly to be in a position to give some reliable information regard- 
ing the prospects for next season’: crop, in the meantime, however; 
the only district from which we have as yet received a trustworthy 
report is Berar where our agent informs us the rains have been 

plentifal and seasonable and the plants are strong and healthy, 
promising an early and good crop both as regards quality and 
quantity. Berar we may mention is one of the largest of the 
Oomrawuttee districts, and the one from which the Oomrawuttee 
cotton thi season proved of such excellent quality.

In reference to the crop of indigo at Calcutta, Mesers Moran 
and Co., writing on the let of August, state:—W ith reference to 
the new crop, we beg to wait upon you with the latest accounts 
from the various districts. In Eastern Bengal manufacturing is 
very nearly closed, and the result, as anticipated ip our last, shows 
a considerable improvement on that of last year. In Jessore 
prospects continue pretty good, the plant is yielding fairly, and 
with ordinary weather for the next six weeks the out-turn ought 
to be above that of last season. From Kishneghur the accounts 
are not so favourable, the produce from the plant is below the 
average, and there are complaints of blight. ‘The inundation ot 
the rivers, to which we briefly alluded in our last circular, was 
very severely felt in Bhagulpore, Purneah, Malda, Moorshedabad, 
and Burdwan, more. especially in the first and last named dis- 
tricts, and a great deal of fine young plant was destroyed. The 
weather of late has been favourable for manufacturing purposes, 
but ss matters stand at present their out-turn is more likely to be 
below than over that of Jast year.

Trarric Recurrs.—The traffic receipts of railways in the United 
Kingdom amounted for the week ending the 25th of August, on 12,460 
miles, to 784,743/, and for the corresponding week: of last year, on 
12,229 miles, to 750,082, showing an increase of 231 miles and of 
34,6611 The gross receipts on the 14 principal railways amounted, in 
the aggregate, on 9,075 miles, to 659,438/4 and for the 
week of 1865, on 8,915 miles, to 680,486, showing an increase of 161 
miles and of 28,9524. 


RAILWAY AND MINING SHARE MARKETS. 
LONDON. 

Monpay, Sept. 3.—In the share market to-day the attention of the 
dealors has been chiefly engaged with transactions in American 
and Atlantic Telegraph in consequence of the announcement of the 
recovery of the last year’s cable. English and foreign railways and 
foreign mines show scarcely any alteration, but all other descripti 
closed with increased firmness.

In foreign, Great Luxembourg 
were ¢ better, Northern of France } better, and Sambre and Meuse a 
further } lower. In American, Erie shares (paid up) improved a 
further 4, Philadelphia and Erie (of both descriptions), and Atlantic and 
Great Western (Pennsylvania (1st mortgage) 1 each; ditto (consoli- 
dated bonds) 4, ditto (New York 1st mortgage) 3, and ditto (debentures) 
further 3, closing at 66 to 68.
